10. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 


11. To see how much money the town will vote to raise — 
and appropriate for cemeteries the ensuing year. 


12: To see if the town will vote to allow a discount of 
two per cent on tax list of 1917 paid before September 1, 
1917. 


13. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.
